While the vote on amendments pro­ 
posing a separation of University of 
Texas and Agricultural and Mechani­ 
cal college and providing for a division 
of prison profits between the state, 
convicts and dependents still was close, 
the early lead in their favor had been 
cut down mid latest returns showed 
a tendency toward defeat. 
There is virtually no change rela­ 
tive to majorities by which the other 
three issues were defeated. 
Additional returns from Tuesday’s 
elections in Texas received last night 
and today only served to confirm the 
definite announcement made yester­ 
day th at all of the propositions voted

Dallas, November 6—While predict­ 
ing unprecedented fall trading activi­ 
ty in this district, the monthly state­ 
ment of the Federal Reserve bank of 
Dallas, made public last night, de­ 
clares the cotton yield in Texas “will 
be even more disappointing” than pre­ 
viously forecasted. 
The report, which is prepared under 
direction of W. F. Ramsey, the federal 
reserve agent, concludes, however, that 
there “seems no ground for pessim­ 
ism with respect to conditions in the 
district as a whole.” 
“In many lines cash sales during 
the fall and early winter months are 
expected to exceed previous records,” 
the statem ent says, “while showing 
the unfavorable effec t of the lateness 
of the cotton crops, collections are 
“generally reported as proceeding at 
a satisfactory rate.” 
Referring to the cotton situation, 
the report declares “adverse weather^ 
conditions which have prevailed in 
the district for tile past thirty days 
have made for a further deterioration 
in crops, especially cotton, and in Tex­ 
as, at any rate, the yield of the staple 
will be even more disappointing than 
predicted in earlier letters. 
It is dif­ 
ficult to approxim ate the extent of the 
shortage. The resultant loss to grow­ 
ers, although partially offset by the 
rising m arket, 
will 
unquestionably 
necessitate some revision as to the ex­ 
tent of fall liquidations.” 
“ Protracted rains,” the report con­ 
tinues, “while 
doing 
great damage 
from an agricutural standpoint, are of i 
incalculable benefit to the livestock j 
interests; the district apparently is j 
free from labor discord, as obtains ‘ 
in many cities in the north and east, 
and there is a ring of prosperity in J 
the reports at hand.”

“We have got to the time,” 
he said, “when we must stop the 
operation of this vicious circle, when 
we must ask the patriotic people on 
every side of the economic fence to 
halt in their desires to better their 
own conditions selfishly and to look 
out for the interests of the whole 
people, to hold the lines steady until

to

crease and the demands of the public 
be met at reasonable prices.” 
He 
expressed his belief that the great 
majority of business men were deal­ 
ing fairly, “but there are men every­ 
where,’ he continued, “in all lines of 
trade, in the wholesale business and 
in the retail business, who take ad­ 
vantage of these causes and condi­ 
tions to add on profits for themselves 
unconscionably, unreasonably and un­ 
justly, and who seem able to do so be­ 
cause their patrons understand that 
conditions are bad and assume that 
everybody is doing it.”
